a graceful Length; its Tail buſhy and of a 
florid Colour; it is covered with Wool, that 
on the Back red, that on the Sides and Belly 
white; it's exceedingly ſwift, quickſighted, and 
timorous ; it flies at the Approach of Strangers, 
and is not eaſily to be ſhot or taken. I ſuppoſe 
its Fleſn is the Mutton of the Counti x. 
On the 117h, about twelve at Night, we 
doubled Cape Virgin Mary. We muſt now take 
Leave of the Streights of Magellan, in which 
we ſpent no leſs than thirty Days, reckoning 
from that whereon we firſt diſcovered Cape 
Pillar, On the 16/6, at Noon, we came 
a-breaſt of Penguin Mand, about eight Furlong 
from the Shore.

We had now plenty of good Diet, Meat and 
Drink. Our Spirits reviv'd, and we were aa 
nw Men immediately.

This ſmart Remonſtrance touch'd the Lien- - 
tenant to the very Heart. He got on Horſe- 
baek in leſs than an Hour after he had read it, 
and repaired to our Quarters, where we never 
had the Honour of his Company before, ſince 
we had been in em; that was at leaſt three 
Weeks. Indeed, he was received by us all 

enough. We did not teſtify any reſpectful 
Senſe of his Condeſcenſion in this Viſit, but rather 


gave him to underſtand, that his abſenting from 
aus ſo long was highly diſguſting.

us were afſembled at the Hoſpital, to take from 
thence the Corpſe of Brother Oram, a Carpenter, 
who died that Day, in order for its Interment ;

Companion; who thereupon immediately re- 
turn' d, without proceeding any farther in the 
Affair about which they went. At their com- 
ing back, a Conſultation was held, wherein it 
was reſoly'd they ſhould decline, or at leaſt ſuſ- 
d, the intended Journey. And well was it 
or us all they did ſo; for in little more than a 
Week after this News, the aboveſaid Ships 
from Janeiro arriv'd, and by them. we learnt, 
that the Severn and Pearl, which we ſo impa- 
fiently defir'd to ſee, and in which we hoped 
for a happy Paſſage to our Country, were gone 
from that Place towards Barbadoes, above five 


Weeks before. 
Nothing could be N welcome than the | 
Arrival of theſe Ships, ay brought 1 5 
2 Store of Proviſion, moreover, the

But our Deliverances were b 6 
Captain and whole Crew moſt devoutly a 
eribed to a ſhe Saint, whoſe Name I have forgot - 
ten and it was reſolved, when they arrived at 
Ziſbon, to go to this Lady's Church in Proceſ- 
ſion, and make a conſiderable offering at her 
Shrine. We landed at Liſbon on Saturday the 
28th of November, and, as had been vowed, the 
Day following, every Soul from on board, (but 
three or four of us Eugliſp) not excepting the ho- 
neſt Captain and other Officers, or even the proud 
Spaniſb Don himſelf, went in ſolemn Proceſſion to 
the Temple aboveſaid. It was a long Mile that 
theſe ſuperſtitious Fools walked, with bare Feet, 
in very cold Weather.

| *em, in great Pomp, a new Foreſail, bent to the } 
Tard ſoon after we parted from Bahia, which the 
Captain, preſently after one of our Eſcapes, in a 
Fit of (grateful Piety, dedicated to this Senbora, 
to whoſe Interceſſion forſooth they all thought 
we owed our Preſervation. This Trophy was 
offered up to her Ladyſhip, and then redeemed, 
for better Service on the Ship, at an Expence of 
near ninety Pounds Sterling.
